Mr Duncan stated that he 
became interested in bluebirds 
when he was eight years od and 
found a nest containing five 
blue eggs. Since that time he 
has been interested in the habi- 
tat of the bird and has sought 
ways and means to help them 
from becoming extinct. The 
bluebird, he stated carries the 
blue of the sky on his shoulder, 
and is approximately 7 1 
long He feathers his nest in a 
hole, and that thev are a bird 
of the open fields living on the 
berries thev find in addition to 
insects in the spring. They are 
not a migratory bird but unless 
they find food in the winter 
they die. Many have been found 
frozen after a severe snow- 
storm or cold winter 

Dr T E Musselman of Quin- 
cy, Illinois was the first student 
to enroll in Ecology at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and he toget- 
her with John K Torres initi- 
ated the idea of Bluebird Trails. 

Mr Duncan stated that Dr. 
Mussellman coined the phrase 
"Bluebird Trails’’ when he set 
up 25 bluebird nesting boxes 
along country fences in Adams 
County from which the blue- 
birds had almost disappeared, 
astonishingly he added, his pro- 
ject was successful and he now 
has thousands of bluebird 
houses.
